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$300,000.00 to be Raised 



Look Out Rabbits — Carrot Prices Just Jumped 



Bearing the carrot of a $2 
million campus social centre 
and armed with examples from 
other universities, Director of 
Communications, Don Stone, 
made his pitch to the Students' 
General Association for a 
donation of $3CX),000. 
The donation is to be raised 
over five years by a $20.00 levy 
on every full time student and 
collected at registration each 
fall. The $300,000 would go 
directly to the Laurentian 
Fund, an ambitious fund rais- 
ing project designed to collect 
$15 million in the next five 



years. 

In the discussion that fol- 
lowed Stone's presentation, 
questions were raised as to the 
advisability of such a project 
in times of retrenchment for 
many Ontario Universities and 
the real possibilities of cut- 
backs. The problem of Laur- 
entian's deficit, a little less 
than $400,000 last year alone, 
was raised. 

Stone replied, saying, "By 
the end of the campaign the 
university will be on another 
plane - one that will attract 
more students." Regarding the 



deficit and how to reduce it. 
Stone remarked, "Bette Steph- 
enson has to do that." 

Stone noted that corporate 
donors won't give money to 
the university so that the 
deficit could be removed. 
"They refuse to do it," he said. 
All the money raised by the 
Laurentian Fund campaign 
will go directly to the Fund 
and will be earmarked for 
specific projects. 

The priority projects are a 
new library, the campus centre 
and a computer facility: total 
cost for the three is approx- 



imately $9 milljqrv. Jhe.timing 
for the start of -actuar building 
construction depends on the 
success of the campaign. Said 
Stone, "It depends on the 
strength of corporate donat- 
ions in the iFirst two years." 
Assuming that the Fund is a 
success in that period. Stone 
said there could be evidence 
of work beginning as early as 
18 months from ihe start of the 
campaign, scheduled to go 
early in 1982. 

SGA Treasurer Don Gar- 
rioch asked Stone whether it 
would be possible that the

'Tis The Season To Be Cramming... 



There are some unhappy 
students now that the Christ- 
mas exam scheduel has been 
released. For the first time in 
L.U. history, there will be 
Saturday night exams. 

Registrar Jack Porter expla- 
ined "We have always had 
Saturday exams. Saturday bec- 
ame necessary because we 

started classes a week after 
many of the universities." 

The problem, according to 
Porter, is the large enrollment 
in what he termed "hybrid" 
courses. These courses, mostly 
first year, cut across disciplin- 
es, have several sections and 
lecture times scattered throu- 
ghout the week. In order to 
schedule an exam lime that 
didn't conflict with one or the 
other of the sections or groups 
within the hybrid, Saturday 
seemed the most logical way 
out. 

Porter noted that the exam 
schedule is made up to be free 
of conflicts. However, if there 
are students who find that 
they are unable to be in two 
places at once, special exams 
are given them. When asked 
about students who work and 
had scheduled their time 
without thinking that Saturday 
niglU would be lust, the 
response was less than sympa- 
thetic. 

"I think they have to 
establish their priorities," Por- 
ter said. " strictly look at the 
academic viability of the exam 
schedule." Porter again ment- 
ioned the appeal procedure 
open to any student who felt 
that he/she had a legitimate 
complaint. Each case is handl- 
ed on an individual basis by 
the appeals committee (A.P.P 
If a ruling is made in favour 
of the student, the Office of 
the Registrar informs the aff- 
ected professor that a special 
exam will be needed, 
needed. 

It is this procedure each 
student that Porter sees as 
absolutely unworkable. 
His argument asks what would 
happen if three students were 



granted special dispensation, 
could not write at the same 
time, and the professor was 
then responsible for three 
different exams' on top of the 
regularly scheduled paper. Po- 
rter noted that there's only 
so tar that you can go. 

The Office of the Registrar 



for checking special exams to 
see that they are different. 
"We don't edit them," he 
remarked. 

Porter noted that any stud- 
ent with a potential conflict 
should settle the matter quick- 
ly. If there is an appeal, it 
should be made before the 
exam so that the problem is 



day of exams." 

Classes end- on the 11th of 
December and exams begin 
the next day. They continue 
until the 23rd of December 
and this has some students 
wondering if an early start 
could have alleviated the 
crush. According to Porter, it

is responsible for the security 
of the exams, their fair admini- 
stration and the collection of 
them after they have been 
written if necessary. If a 
student writes the same exam 
as his fellows, before they do, 
there is the risk that the 
contents of the exam would 
become general knowledge. 
Porter acknowledges, howev- 
er, that there is no procedure 



cleared up without missing an 
exam. 

Student Senator Richard 
DeMarco was not so much 
concerned with the evening 
exams (he noted that Waterloo 
also has them) as with the 
timing of the exam period. 
"The thing I don't like is that 
there's no break between the 
last day of classes and the first 



start late. This avoids several 
problems, he claimed, includ- 
ing travel on the Labour day 
weekend. "We have registrati- 
on in considerable numbers of 
outside centres," Porter said, 
something that he felt would 
suffer if registration were 
pushed a week ahead. Also, he 
remarked, "It allows that extra 
time for summer jobs." 

No matter how late the 



SGA would be the only 
Laurentian people paying. St- 
one replied that the Assoc- 
iation for Part-time Students 
(ALPS) has agreed to to follow 
the lead of the SGA in this 
matter. Nancy Weisbrod, SGA 
Vice President Administration, 
stated that the Association des 
Etudiantes Francophones (!'- 
AEF) would also do as the 
SGA. L'AEF, however, wants 
the proposed $20.00 levy to 
posted in the calendar separ- 
ate from regular tuition costs.

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start, the university is required 
to hold classes for a minimum 
period of time. With this year's 
late start, and the required 
teaching time, exams have 
been crowded right up to the 
23rd. The late release of the 
exam schedule was another 
student concern Porter was 
questioned about. He explain- 
ed that since Laurentian 

students have a say in the way 
marking schemes are structur- 
ed, there is a time lag between 
the first of the year and when 
it is known which course will 
require exams. 

Normally two weeks are 
allowed academic units for the 
determination of their marking 
schemes. This is done in class 
consultation with students and 
theoretically a signed agreem- 
ent covering the scheme is 
drawn up. If an exam is called 
for, the Registrar is notified 
and it-fitted into the schedule. 
The Registrar's office, howev- 
er, can't draw up an accurate 
schedule, one free of conflicts, 
without hearing from all the 

academic units. 

Porter admitted that there 
were several delinquent units 
this term but refused to name 
names. The only way to avoid 
this problem, he stated, was 
to have the marking schemes 
set without student consultat- 
ion. This could be done prior 
to the opening of the school 
year and would mean an early 
release for the schedule. Port- 
er noted, however, that such a 
change seemed unlikely in the 
near future

campus centre were not men- 
tioned at the meeting. Stone 
later said, 'That's not a 
consideration for me as a fund 
raiser," If the SGA contributes 
$300,000 to the building of 
such a campus centre, the 
determination of how much 

say they have in its operation 
will certainly become an issue 

in the future. Stone noted that 
such problems are the prov- 
ince of the Board of Governors 
and will probably come out in 
the canvassing of student 
opinions about the project. 

Stone brought to the coun- 
cil meeting the results of a 
telephone survey he was asked 
to conduct by SGA President 
Bill Scott. The survey was 
meant to determine whether 
or not similar projects were 
standard practice at other 
Ontario universities. Accord- 
ing to Stone, the answer is yes. 

The University of Windsor 

^ 

has students contributing ten 
dollars per year (1979-1984) 



towards a Student Centre and 
Athletic Building. At U of T a 
$15.00 per year levy (1979- 
1984) is going towards a 
Library addition. Waterloo was 
also mentioned, as was the 
University of Western Ontario, 
which is a little more than 
halfway through a twenty 

year, $10.00 per year camp- 
aign for a new University 
Centre. Queen's also had a 
campaign which was designed 
to gather $750,000 over five 
years (1977-1982). According 
to Stone, however, "Due to" 
increases in the student body, 
this amount has already been 
raised/' 

If the $20.00 increase is 
adopted, it will be binding on 
all students for the next five 
years. Assuming the student 
population remains static, the 
$300,000 figure should be 
easily reached. There are 
approximately 2400 full time 
undergraduate students at La- 
urentian which translates to 
$240,000 over the five year 



period. If ALPS participates, 
on a 5 to 1 pro rata basis, the 
remainder would be made up 
with ease. 

Enrollment statistics over 
the five year period will prove 
interesting. This year's first 
year enrollment was up by 
over 30%. If the current level 

even remains static, there 
could be 3000 full time 
undergraduates at Laurentian 
in tow years. They could raise 
the $300,000 almost by them- 
selves. 

Student feeling on the 
subject of the levy is not yet 
known. However, most stud- 
ents are unaware of the goals 
of either the Fund or the 
$300,000 they will be asked to 
kick in. According to Student 
Senator Diana Zubac, "every- 
one I've talked to is for it." 
Noting that the money is going 
for projects like a library and 
the campus centre, Zubac 
remarked, "It's not like we're 
Laurentian trying to get extra 
money out of students/'

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The Laurentian Fund Campaign, with a goal 
of $15 million in mind, has asked that part of 
that $15 million come from the students. They 
are not asking for much - just $300,000. 

Now I'm not being facetious when I say that 
$300,000 is not much. It is only two per cent of 
the target and can be reached In a five year plan 
that calls for $20.00 per "year donations 
from each student that registers full-time, (the 
plan also calls for donations from ALPS on a pro 
rata basis.) 

Not to be too sugar coated about the thing, 
but it amounts to a tuition increase. But this 
doesn't necessarily mean it is a bad thing! 

Every year since I've been at Laurentian, 
there has been grumblings of one sort or 
another about increases in tuition. Most of 
these increases were permanent and seemed to 
disappear into the slobberring maw of the 
university's deficit. Tuition rises while govern- 
ment funding falls. 

This newest proposed increase, however. Is 

not going to be swallowed up in deficit 

financing. It will go towards a campaign of 

building and expansion that is very likely the 

only way that Laurentian can go and survive at 

all. If the students, who have been crying and 

wailing about the cost and quality of education, 

do not see fit to aid in a campaign to simply 
keep the university alive, then their credibility 

will be justifiably shot all to hell. 

The money that students are being asked to 

kick in to the Fund could be oart of anv number 
of projects. It could be desigjiated for the 

construction of a $2 million campus centre. It 
could help in the construction of a $6 million 
library. 

Quite likely throughout the month of 
January the pros and cons of the donation will 
be a major topic of converstaion in student 
councils and the paper and, with a little bit of 
luck, in the cafeterias and the Pub. That, at 
U-ast, is what should happen. Everybody should 

be discussing the $20.00 per year because it will 
still be in effect when almost all of, you has 
graduated! If you decide to accept the proposal, 
then you will be placing an increased financial 
burden not only on yourselves but on those who 
follow you through the halls of Laurentian. 

Personally, I consider the proposal to be a 
good thing. (Which is kind of nice because 
there's far too few good things lyingg about.) 
There fore, I'm going to indulge in a little future 
seeing. 

What happens if you decide yes? Well, there 
could be a nuclear war in which case this is all 
academic. On the other hand, there could also 
be a $2 million campus centre, a central 
building around which the social life of the 



university would revolve. At least for the 
students. But I've got a question: "Who's going 
to run the Centre?" 

In the normal course of events, the 
administration would run the whole shebang 
with exception of tidy little tidbits thrown to the 
students by way of Pub Agreements and their 
like. For those of you who don't know what a 
Pub Agreement is. It consists largely of the 
university charging the students rent in the 
thousands of dollars a year, of charging students 
management fees in the thousands of dollars a 

year, of sticking the students with losses in the 
thousands of dollars a year, so that the 
students might have the privelage of sipping 
beer in a Pub decorated In "Early Canadian 
Barnboard." 

Now the students don't have to put up with 
this kind of thing forever. If they're going to 
donate - on top of the tuition they already pay 
every year - $300,000 towards, say the 
construction of the campus centre, then they 
should be asured of some control over it! 

Indeed, it is the perfect opportunity for a 

little experience for students, for a little 
money for students. If the students have control 
over the campus centre they will need some 
kind of manager. Well, the Commerce 
department is just over there, and they have all 
kinds of trained people, people who might 
apply for the job of Campus Centre Manager for 
a one year term. Experience for the graduate, 
and an effectively run centre by and for the' 
students. Students would naturally be hired to 
work in the place, much as they are hired, by 
and large, to work tn the pub. 

This is the price to the administration of 
$300,000 and I don't think that it is a high price. 
Student control over student social life in return 
for $300,000. It's actually quite a bargain for the 
administration: they are claiming that if there 
aren't some funds generated internally, corpor- 
ate donors are going to be tougher to find. They 
said it (via Don Stone) and it's probably quite 

true. 

Now it's your turn. Say what you want. Tell 
your councils. Make sure your councils get it 
from the administration. For you and for those 
that follow you at Laurentian. I don't think 

it's too much to ask.
